the train crew following the accident. 


L. R. Reedy, who was with Powell 


at the time the injury resulted, made 
a statement in which he said that 
they had gone to AltaVista in search 
of work. "When they were unsuccess- 
ful there they started out to walk to 
Danville. 
After walking for several 


miles they sat down to rest. Powell 
sitting on the ond of a crosstie arid 
Reedy on the embankment. Both fell 
asleep. 


G. A. Broody, engineer on 5208, an 


extra carrying per.'dhablee, applied 
emergency brakes and blew his whis- 
tle lepeatedly as h<j ronded a curve 
and saw the young man on the track. 
The engineer was not able to bring 
his train to a stop in time to a\-oid 
striking Powell, however, and he was 
picked up and taken to AltaVista.

RICHMOND, Va., May 16. — When 


the new Virginia prohibition law, as 
amended by the last session of the 
General Assembly, becomes effective 
June 18 one of the most stringent laws 
that has yet been made to regulate 
liquor will be in operation, it was 
pointed out here today. 
September 1 


the present State prohibition Depart- 
ment ceases to function and the en- 
forcement of the law is transferred to 
th^ Attorney-General, the old depart- 
ment continuing to function until that 
time. After September 1 the super- 
vision of the law and questions as to 
ouster of officials failing to enforce It 
will be directly in charge of the Attor- 
ney-General of the State. 
Drasflc Changes Noted. 


Amongr srtme of the drastic changes 


in the new law will be the following: 


The right to suspend ail sentences 


Is taken from the judges of the courts 
in cases Jn which more than a gallon 
of liQuor is Involved. 


The new law makes it unlawful to 


manufacture, transport or to have in 
one's possession a still. 


Presence at a distillery Is deemed 
prima facie evidence against an ac- 
cused person. 


Any prohibition agent or officer who 


fails to account for or deliver to the 
proper authorities any liquor taken in 
the enforcement of law is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Search Warrant Unnecessary. 


Prohibition 
enforcement 
officers 


may, without warrant, 
enter 
and 
search freight yards, passenger de- 
pots. baggage and storage rooms of 
any common carrier, trains, bag-gage 
or express cars, boats, flying machines 
or submarines, or any other convey- 
ance, billiard 
rooms, poolrooms 
or 


bowling alleys. 


"\Vithout search warrant, however, 


officers may not search a Pullman 
berth or stateroom in a train or on a 
boat, nor can they search handbags, 
suitcases or trunks on a train or boat, 
unless the possessor is found in the 
act of violating the prohibition law. 
Such baggage, 
however, may be 


searched with warrant when it is in 
an automobile or other vehicle. 
The law makes It a misdemeanor 


for any person to impersonate a pro- 
hibition offcer. 
Malt Mixtures Banned. 


Xo person Is allowed to can. sell. 


give away, transport. distribuSe or 
have in his possession any malt, malt- 
ed grain* or other such mixtures, ex- 
cept In a private home. 
One of the sections of the new law 


defines who may be drunfc or Intoxi- 
cated. this section reading: "Any per- 
son who has drunk enough ardent 
spirits to affect his manner, disposi- 
tion. speech, muscular 
movement.

Plan To Preserve 


Jerusalem's Ruins 


NEW YORK, May 17.—"The citadel 


of David is a rubbish heap, the gar- 
dens of Jerusalem are uncared for. the 
walls of the 
city are crumbling. 
Jerusalem with all its historic gran- 
deur should not be allowed to remain 
in this neglected condition." 


This statement was made yesterday 


by E. Keith-Roach, F. R. G. S.. first 
assistant chief secretary to the gov- 
ernment of Palestine, who is at the 
Hotel Biitmoie on his trip in the in- 
terests of the Pro-Jerusalem society. 


"Mx- object in cominsr to the United 
States is three-fold," Mr. Keith-Roach 
said to a reporter. "America has 
shown a very practical interest in the 
Near East by its relief work. I wish 
to put befroe America the objects of 
the Pro-Jerusalem society and 1 wish 
to learn something of your spirit of 
organization and executive ability. 
"The objects of the society are the 
preservation and advancement of the 
interests of Jerusalem, especially the 
protection and maintenance of parks 
and open spaces, establishment of 
museums, libraries and art galleries 
and the protection and preservation of 
antiquities. 


"We have started a town-planning 
scheme which includes the improve- 
ment of the old city within tha walls, 
the mediaeval aspect of which is to 
be preserved, and the drawnig of a 
survey around the old city within 
which area no new buildings are to 
be built. 
"The reservoirs which Solomon 
built two miles south of Bethlehem, 
which had filled, have been re-opened 
and Jerusalem hag now a water sup- 
ply through viaducts built centuries 
before the Christian era. 
i 


"There is no gas or electricity in 
Jerusalem at present, but a conces- 
sion has been granted to use the 
water of the Tarmuck jlvcr. which 
connects with the R3ver Jordan, and 
jt 3s anticipated there will be enough 
power to light every town and vil- 
lage In Palestine at a very cheap 
rate."

Stops 25 Va. Suits 


RICHMOND, Va.,

grlnia'a child labor law, adopted at the 
recent session of th* general assem- 
bly, 
will not be adopted by the fed- 
eral supreme courts Decision that the 
federal act Is unconstitutional, and 
the office of John 
Hppklns 
Hall, 


state commissioner of labor, is going 
right ahead with Its plans for the 
enforcement of the state law when 
it becomes effective on June 18. So 
much was stated by Mr. Hall this 
morning. 
The State law conforms In all im- 


portant details to the federal statute, 
save that it exempts operators of 
canning Industries from Its operation. 


During the past month J. B. Cline- 


dinst. Inspector connected with the 
child labor tax division of the bureau 
of international revenue. «nd a corps 
of assistants has been at work in Vir- 
ginia checking up those industries 
winch emuiov child labor in viola- 
tion of the invalidated federal law. 
Man to Sue'Twenty-Five 


Mr Clinedinst found about twenty- 


five manufacturers who had violated 
the law and was planning to institute 
proceedings through which the fed- 
eral government would collect 10 per 
cent, of the 
net earnings of these 


manufacturers for the past two yars, 
or that portion of the two years in 
which child labor was employed. 


No, however, these cases will be 


dropped and Mr. Clinedinst and his 
assistants will return to Washington. 
Their division has been abolished. 


With the abolition of the division 
go also three offices established in 
Virginia to issue certificates to chil-« 
dren engaged in gainful pursuits. 
These offices were in Richmand, Dan- 
ville and Lynchburg, and were In 
charge of Miss Mary Price. Mrs. Julia 
Rowan and Miss Jenny Fargo, res- 
pectively. 


A digest of the state law compiled 


by Mr. Hall shows that it covers all 
gainful occupations except work on 
farm, in orchards, in gardens and in 
canning plants. 


Children less than fourteen years 


are* not permitted to work at any oc- 
cupation not excepted by the law. 
Those of less than 16 years may not 
work in mines, quarries, tunnels, ex- 
cavation work, brick or lumber yards, 
in or around dangerous machinery, 
in preparation 
of compositions in 


which dangerous or poisonous ehem- 
icasl are used, in the manufacture of 
paints, colors or wbite lead 
Work in Hotels, Etc. 


Boys less than 16 and girls less 


than 18 years may not work in re- 
tail cigar or tobacco stores or thea- 
ters, concert halls, pool halls, bowl- 
ing alleys or places of amusement, 
hotels, restaurants, steam laundries, 
passenger of freight elevators. 


Girls less than 18 may not be em- 


ployed as teleghaph messengers nor 
in street trades. Boys less than that 
age may not be employed as messen- 
gers between the hours of 10 p. m. 
and 5 a. m 


Boys less than R years ma not be 


employed 
in 
street 
trades—such 
as the sales of newspapers, etc.—be- 
tween 6 a. m. and 7 p. m. in each 
day public schools actually are In ses- 
sion.

Starting at several points on the 
fir»t floor, the flames spread rapidly 
througrh the 
ISQj^OOO structure and 
practically all flr« fighting apparatus 
in the northern section of the city 
was called before It wag broueht un- 
der control with half the building 
in ruins. 
' 
Wprkmen on the structure were 


employed under the Landis wage 
award, and police declared that the 
flre was but another step in a cam- 
paign of terrorism directed against 
the award which -was made by For- 
mer Judge Landis sitting as mediator 
in a wage dispute between the bui'd- 
ing trades workers and contractors. 
The award was accepted by the cort- 
thactors, but has been actively op- 
posed by several of the unions which 
were dissatisfied with its terms. 
The fire fololwed several days of 
quiet during which the police have 
been checking 
up 
much 
evidence 
seized last week in raids on union 
headquarters, the arrest of more than 
150 labor leaders- and the indictment 
of eight, including FredMader. presi- 
dent of the Building Trades CounciJ. 
in connection with the slaying of 
two patrolmen by four bombers who 
escaped In an automobile. 
The fire recalled threatening letters 
received last week by Assistant State's 
Attorneys warning them that if "B:g 
Tim" Murphy and Cornelius (Con) 
Shea, were not released fires would be 
started in buildings under construc- 
tion. The letters set the time for the 
release at last Saturday. 
Investigation of the fire showed that 
!t had been started simultaneously in 
several places and had been preced- 
ed by the explosion of a bomb Two 
women in an adjoining apartment 
buildmj told police they were warn- 
ed by a man shortly before the fire 
was discovered, that the neit building 
would soon be in flames and that they 
should flee. 
"Get out quick, .this building is go- 
Ing to burn. Tou'll hear an explo- 
sion in a minute. To H—H with the 
Landis award", the man shouted to 
Mrs. Mary Corbett after calling her 
to the door of her apartment. 
He then hurried to the apartment 


of Mrs. Frances Choate. wife of an 
official of Sears Roebuck Company, 
and repeated his warning. Mrs. Cho- 
ate was bewildered by his words and 
asked him to repeat them. In answer 
he attempted to kick her and then 
fled. 
Squads of patrolmen armed with 
ries were rushed to the building and 
a search begun for the man. 
The 
loss to the structure was placed at 
$200,000.

Doctors 
Dickey and 
Beauchamp 
went over on the second ballot, re- 
ceiving 194 and 209 -votes, respectively. 
Dr. Hay Was elected on the third bal- 
lot with 191 votes, while Dr Dobbs 
won on the fourth ballot with 256 
votes. 
The first and fifth ballots were de- 
clared "no elections" as none of the 
candidates received the required ma- 
jority of IS9 votes 
The fifth ballot was not completed 


until this evening Dr. H. A. Boaz, 
president of the Southern Methodist 
Universitv. Dallas. Texas, was higt 
u-ith 143 votes and O. ~B. Goddard, of 
Nashville, was second with 140. Dr. 
Goddard Is home mission secret?ry. 
The election of Dr. Dobbs was a sur- 
prite to the large number of workers 
who had been active in the support of 
othars.
